On the otber hand. It seeæs tbat in ithe course 
^.of the negotlatlons Stalin hiiaself became consclous 
of the llmltatlbha of his oænipoténce and, therefore, 
declded not to overs traln the bow. The fact that the 
Sino-Sovlet Treaty appears rother as an act of Soviot 
contraetion than cf expansloc Indlcates that tbe 
Soviot Oovernment exerclzed restralnt toward China In 
order to keep Its hands and back free In 'case decislve 
svents sho.uld occur In Europe. ■ 

Fron the abovs-^mentioned facts the concluslon ' 

«ma^ be ^awn that the Ideas underlylng the Tlto move- 
itent wiil fall on fertlle ground in China. Howovor, 
the correaponding propaganda mus t be spread by peopla 
who, by vlrtue of close and consistent observatlon of 
the development. of Russo-Chlnese relations, are abls 
to bring., every evidence of a vlolatlon of the treaty
